RESOLUTION NO. R- CS'~7' 


RESOLUTION concerning a grant application for 
a Mayor's Secretariat Staff to the Area III, 

Manpower Area Planning Council. 

WHEREAS , the increasing level of Federal legislation in 
the area of manpower, and the resulting programs, have made 
the need for coordination of manpower activities and compre- 
hensive manpower planning at the local level imperative; and 

WHEREAS, the many agencies, both private and public, 
involved in manpower programs at the local level imply the 
need for a planning mechanism or organization which will 
bring together all the diverse groups making a contribution 
in this area to provide for the more equitable distribution 
of Federal and State manpower funds within the area and to 
pool manpower planning resources so that all communities, 
large and small, may partake of expertise in manpower 
planning and securing state and federal funding; and 

WHEREAS, the effort to devise new cooperative methods 
between the Federal, State and local governments, necessitates 
innovative planning and coordinating mechanisms at the local 
level; 


The community of Fort Wayne and Area III to be served , 
by the Manpower Area Planning Council, has undergone many 
positive changes as well as reassessed its importance so as 
to allow for the reordering of priorities relative to manpower 
needs in this section of the State of Indiana; 

Apparent from the changes are an increased awareness on 
the part of Elective Officials to participate in Federally 
funded manpower programs as evidenced by the recent acceptance 
of Emergency Employment Act (EEA) funds by Fort Wayne and some 
rural counties in Area III. Also, for the first time in the 
six year history of Neighborhood Youth Corps, there was full 
NYC participation during the summer of '71 in every County 
in Northeastern Indiana. This was achieved through the 
cooperation of the Mayors and the City Councils in the various 
communities of Area IIT ; 

Concurrently, more emphasis has been placed on the inter- 
action of manpower agency people, community organizations, and 
elective officials in the administering of programs so as to 
avoid duplication of service and the reordering of priorities. 
This was evidenced by the "Summer Jobs '71", which centered 
all summer youth job recruiting in one central location. It 
brought together in one place, the Indiana State Employment 
Service, the National Alliance of Businessmen, the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps, and the Fort Wayne Youth Commission. The 
facilities were provided by the governing body of the City of 
Fort Wayne? and 

WHEREAS, understanding the manpower needs of the area, 
affords the opportunity to deal with those needs and, at the 
same time, develop a comprehensive manpower plan that will 
assist in the alleviation of manpower needs; 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

That an application for a Mayor's Secretariat Staff 
shall be made by the City of Fort Wayne to the Area III
